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Preface 

These  two  volumes  form  the  second  series  of  the  Classified 
Catalogue  of  books  in  the  Library.  The  first  series  appeared 
in  three  volumes  April  ii,  1907  and  covered  the  period  from 
the  foundation  of  the  Library  to  July  i,  1902.  A  change  in 
type,  made  by  the  Library  at  that  date,  was  the  cause  for  end- 
ing the  first  series  of  the  catalogue  in  the  middle  of  a  year. 
This  second  series,  therefore,  begins  with  the  middle  of  the 
year  1902  and  brings  the  work  down  to  the  end  of  1906.  Ex- 
cept for  the  change  in  type  used  for  author  lines  and  call  num- 
bers this  new  series  follows  the  model  of  the  original.  Volumes 
added  to  the  Library  in  order  to  complete  sets  of  books,  parts 
of  which  were  listed  in  the  first  series  of  the  catalogue,  are 
entered  here,  with  a  reference  to  that  first  series. 

The  arrangement  followed  herein,  like  that  in  the  first 
series,  is  in  agreement  with  the  divisions  of  the  Decimal  Classi- 
fication, commonly  used  in  the  United  States,  a  brief  syn- 
opsis of  which  is  given  on  page  IX  of  this  volume.  Wherever 
changes  have  been  made,  it  has  been  our  endeavor  to^'have 
these  changes  in  accord  with  the  enlarged  scheme  of  the  Deci- 
mal Classification  issued  by  the  Institut  International  de  Bib- 
liographie  at  Brussels.  Individual  biographies,  however,  are 
arranged  in  one  alphabet  and  filed  under  the  name  of  the  sub- 
ject. Also  books  on  history,  and  on  travel  and  description, 
although  assigned  numbers  following  the  regular  classification, 
are  arranged  as  in  the  first  series,  that  is,  placed  together 
under  the  name  of  the  country  treated.  Full  author  and 
subject  indexes  have  been  included.  It  is  perhaps  no  more 
necessary  to  state  here  than  it  was  in  the  first  series  that,  as 
a  matter  of  course,  the  catalogue  does  not  show  the  entire 
resources  of  the  Library  upon  a  given  subject,  since  it  does  not 
list  specifically  parts  of  a  book  treating  a  particular  subject. 
Entries  of  that  character  are  to  be  found  only  in  the  card  cata- 
logue of  the  Library.  Moreover  it  was  not  the  intention  to 
make  a  bibliography,  therefore  many  details  commonly  inserted 
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even  in  library  catalogues  are  here  omitted,  the  object  being 
to  make  a  simple  catalogue  for  public  use  as  a  finding  list. 

The  Monthly  Bulletin,  which  has  been  issued  regularly  by 
the  Library  since  1896,  has  been  indexed,  beginning  with  the 
year  1907,  upon  the  same  general  plan  that  has  been  used  in 
the  indexes  for  the  first  two  series  of  this  catalogue.  It  may 
therefore  be  used  as  a  convenient  annual  supplement  to  the 
completed  catalogue  and,  if  further  experience  shows  it  to  be 
desirable,  the  issue  of  additional  series  about  once  in  five  years 
will  be  a  simple  and  comparatively  inexpensive  matter.  Few 
changes  were  necessary  in  the  preparation  of  these  two  vol- 
umes and  their  completion  has  been  possible  in  but  little  more 
than  one  year,  although  they  bring  the  record  of  the  Library 
from  about  145,000  volumes  up  to  242,000  volumes. 

With  but  a  single  exception  of  importance  the  work  has 
been  carried  forward  by  the  same  persons  who  accomplished 
the  task  of  the  first  series.  When  Miss  Mabel  A.  Frothingham 
left  the  service  of  the  Library,  in  December  1907,  her  position 
as  Editor  of  Publications  was  given  to  Miss  Irene  Stewart, 
who,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Cataloguer,  Miss  Mar- 
garet Mann,  has  been  responsible  for  the  final  reading  of  the 
proof.  Cordial  acknowledgments  are  due  to  many  who  have 
contMbuted  to  the  success  of  the  undertaking,  but  beyond  the 
one  instance  mentioned  no  change  has  taken  place  that  can  call 

for  mention  here.

How  to  Use  the  Catalogue 

The  entries  in  this  catalogue  are  arranged  according  to 
the  Decimal  Classification,  a  system  by  which  like  subjects 
are  brought  together  and  related  subjects  are  grouped  in  an 
order  more  or  less  logical.  For  a  synopsis  of  the  classes  see 
page  IX. 

To  find  a  book  by  a  known  author  first  consult  the  author 
index  in  volume  2.  This  index  contains  the  author's  name, 
titles  of  his  works,  call  number  of  each  work  and  reference  to 
the  volume  and  page  of  the  catalogue  on  which  the  full  entry 
will  be  found.  The  call  number  opposite  each  title  is  the  sym- 
bol to  be  used  in  calling  for  the  book,  and  should  be  copied 
exactly.  If  the  work  is  in  more  than  one  volume,  the  volume 
wanted  should  be  specified  in  addition  to  the  full  call  number. 
The  titles  and  call  numbers  for  works  of  fiction  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  author  index;  there  the  author's  name  only  is 
given,  with  a  reference  to  the  list  of  fiction,  where  the  full  en- 
try will  be  found.  Call  numbers  preceded  by  the  letter  "r"  or 
"b"  designate  books  in  the  reference  collection,  which  are  not 
lent  for  use  outside  the  Library.  These  books,  as  well  as 
all  others  in  the  Library,  may  be  consulted  freely  in  the  Refer- 
ence room.  The  letter  "j"  prefixed  to  a  call  number  indicates 
that  the  book  is  in  the  Children's  department.  The  author  in- 
dex includes  anonymous  titles,  names  of  societies  and  institu- 
tions, and  titles  of  all  periodical  publications. 

To  find  the  given  resources  on  a  general  subject  or  class 
the  synopsis  on  p.  IX  of  volume  i  may  be  consulted.  Only  the 
broad  classes  are  outlined  here,  but  the  table  serves  to  show 
at  a  glance  the  scheme  of  arrangement  followed  in  the  cata- 
logue and  furnishes  a  key  to  the  main  classes  of  literature.  A 
more  direct  way  to  find  books  on  a  particular  subject  is  to 
consult  the  subject  index  in  volume  2.  The  number  following 
the  subject  is  the  class-number  standing  for  that  subject  and 
shows  its  relative  location  on  the  shelves — for  example,  all 
books  on  chemistry  are  in  class  540.  The  page  number  refers 
to  that  place  in  the  catalogue  where  the  books  on  the  subject 
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in  question  are  entered  and  where  the  call  number  for  indi- 
vidual works  may  be  ascertained. 

Fiction  has  been  filed  after  the  general  class  Literature, 
vol.2,  p.969. 

Description  and  travel  is  grouped  with  the  history  of  the 
country  treated. 

Biography,  both  collected  and  individual,  has  been  placed 
after  the  general  class  History,  vol.2,  p.  1426.  For  individual 
biography  92  has  been  used  as  the  class-number.

Afterwards,  in  the 
leisure  of  the  cloister,  it  is  believed  that  she  wrote  out  her  exper- 
iences. Curiously,  the  life  of  her  printer  is  as  shadowy  as  her  own. 
From  1480  to  i486  he  issued  eight  works,  printing  from  a  worn-out 
font  of  type  which  had  been  discarded  by  Caxton.
